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It is apparent to everybody who is 


capable of thinking that the financial 
question is the paramount political is- 
nue of the day. Congress was convened 
in extraordinary session'to deal with 
it, and the President's message was de- 
voted to it exclusively. Since early in 
August it has occupied the time of the 
Senate and attracted more attention 
than any question that has been before 
that body for many years. It is the 
theme of statesmen, the press and the 
people. Political economists treat of 
it in magazines and public meetings. 
Some of them, National in character, 
have been held to express opinions up- 
on it. As on all matters affecting the 
public welfare, people differ regarding 
its settlement. There are those who 
hold that gold, and gold alone, should 
be the standard of value, while others 
contend that the prosperity of the 
country depends upon making silver 
as well as gold a legal tender for all 
debts, public and private. 


As is usual when there is a differ- 


ence of opinion on matters which con- 
rorn the country, the financial question 
will have to be settled at the ballot box- 
The action of Congress at the present 
session shows that it cannot be deter- 
miaed elsewhere. As it is the para- 
mount question, anJ the welfare of the 
country is involved iu its solution, it 
should be presented fairly to the peo- 
ple. Isc political trickery or deception 
should be countenanced in deciding it. 
Let those who are in favor of the free 
coinage of gold am I silver and the use 
of both as legal tender money insist on 
having an opportunity to so declare a 
the ballot box. 


In the last Presidential campaign the 


people were misled by the Democratic 
and .Republican, platforms, both of 
which were represented as pledging the 
respective parties to free coinage 
The attitude of the Administration 
and the votes of the representatives of 
the two parties show that the platforms 
are construed differently in Washing- 
ton from what they were on the stump. 
The people should not permit them- 
selves to be again duped by the politi- 
cians. They now *fully understand 
that neither Republicans nor Demo- 
crats favor the free coinage of silver. 
The vote in the House of Eepresenta- 
tives shows that nine-tenths of the 
Republicans and nearly two-thirds of 
the Democrats in that body are against 
free coinage, and that the only hope of 
restoring silvei to its old standard a& a 
money metal lies in the success of the 
Populists.

Tlie Amendments to the O 


Hfon Act. 


The bill which has just passed the 


House of Bepresentatives to amend the 
Geary act, and which extends the time 
for registration six months and defines 
the term laborer, is as follows: 


SECTION 1. That Section 6 of the act 


entitled "an act to prohibit the com- 
ing of Chinese persons into the 
United States ."approved May 5th, 1892, 
is hereby amended BO as to read as 
follows: Section 6. And it shall be 
the duty of all Chinese laborers within 
;he limits of the United States entit- 
.ed to remain in the United States be- 
fore the passage of the act to which 
this act is an amendment to apply to 
the Collectors of Internal Revenue of 
their respective districts within six 
months after the passage of this act for 
a. certificate of residence, and any Chi- 
nese laborer within the limits of the 
United States who shall fail, or neglect, 
or refuse to comply with the provisions 
of this act and the act to which this is 
an amendment, or who, after the ex- 
piration of six months shall be found 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States without such certificates of resi- 
dence, shall be deemed and adjudged 
to be unlawfully within the United 
States and may be arrested by any 
United States Customs official, Col- 
lector of Internal revenue or his depu- 
ties, United States Marshal or his dep- 
uties, and taken before the United 
Judge, whose duty it shall be to order 
that he be deported from the United 
States, as provided by thia act and the 
act to which thia is an amendment, un- 
less he shall show clearly to the satis- 
faction of said Judge that by reason of 
accident, sickness or other unavoidable 
cause he has been unable to procure 
a certificate, and shall show to the 
satisfaciton of the United States Judge 
by at least one creditable witness other 
than Chinese that he was a resident of 
the United States on May 5, 1892, and 
if upon hearing it shall appear that he 
is entitled to a certificate it shall be 
granted upon his paying the costs. 


Should it appear that said Chinaman 


had procured a certificate which had 
been lost or destroyed, he shall be de- 
tained and judgment suspended a 
reasonable time to enable him to pro- 
cure a duplicate from the officer grant- 
ing it, and in such case the cost of ar- 
rest and trial shall be in the discretion 
of the Judge. Any Chinese person 
other than a Chinese laborer having 
the right to be and remain in the 
United States and desiring such cer- 
tificate as evidence of such right may 
apply for and receive the same without 
charge, and no proceeding for viola- 
tions of the provisions of said Section 
6 of said Act as originally enacted shall 
hereafter be instituted, and all pro- 
ceedings for said violation now pending 
are hereby discontinued. •

rops Do Not Rob the 


ITood. 


Soil of Plant 


Chemists have determined that crops 
o not rob the soil of plant food. 
On 


he contrary, the production of crops 
dds plant food to the soil, even where 
he crops are, for years, removed from 
he fields. Why, then, do the soils 
wear out and become unproductive? 
'he worn out soils are as full of plant 
ood, or the meterials found in plants 
jy chemical analysis, as are the virgin 
oils. These facts certainly prove that 
he plants are not fed from the soil 
but from the atmosphere, and that the 
oil is incapacitated for doing its part 
n drawing nutriment from the atmos- 
phere for the plant. A false system of 
ultivation is certainly the cause, and 
we should study nature's system. The 
orests do not wear out the soils in 
which they grow, but enrich them. 
Of their growths they return to the 
soil only their leaves, and if their 
woody substances came from the soil, 
the latter would become unproductive. 
May not the mistake of agriculturists 
be in turning the soil? 
That is not 


nature's way. Top soils are certainly 
fitted for top roots of plants, while 
ower soils are flitted for bottom roots. 
That appears to be true where nature's 
plan of cultivation is not interfered 
with by man. 
Soils become packed, 


hardened and therefore unproductive, 
but may they not be loosened and pul- 
verised without inverting them? 
Pos- 


sibly turning the soil up side down is 
as deleterious to the plant as standing 
on his head would be to the plowman
